The elaborate system of infra¬ 
red lighting equipment on the 
model citrus orchard of the East 
Orange Grove estate of General 
Edward Clinton Young is down at 
Camp Santa Anita now. General 
Young donated it to the camp 
and the hundreds of poles, many 
thousands of feet of wire and 
other valuable equipment were 
taken down by the boy's of the 
Signal Corps and set up at the 
camp which is coming to be con¬ 
sidered more and more as a per. 
manent institution. 

It is most useful where it is 
now Installed; there was much 
question about its worth in the 
orange grove. The costly system 
was installed by a former owner, 
a Chicago insurance magnate. Its 
purpose was to make the trees in 
the highly productive orchard 
more resistant to frost.

Mr. and Mrs. Ben Lyon of Can¬ 
yon Crest drive have just had 
their first direct word from their 
son, Ben Jr. since he was taken 
prisoner by the Japs with the fall 
of Corrigedor. They received a card 
Monday w'ritten by him in a Jap¬ 
anese prison camp, in Japan. La.sl 
previous word they had was in 
March vv-hen they were advised by 
the War Department that he was 
being held by the Jap.u.ese at 
Taiwan camp, near Formosa, 
Brig. General Clinton 
Young, also of Sierra .Madre. was 
confined. There ha.s been no word 
since that time about General 
Pierce and he may or may not 
have eben transferred to Japan. 

Probably of necessity tlie card 
from young Lyon was brief.

Here is part of a letter from 
Pvt. Donald Lopez, who is at an 
Army Camp in Kentucky: 

"I really have a lot of fun 
here because toe officers and 
men don’t think they’re as tough , 
as toe Ft. Knox fellows. The 
food and the work are really 
good. I’ve got a big kick out of 
this past week—three gererals 
, came up to me and started asking 
me questions on how I like toe 
army, where I am from and so 
. on. 

“I spend my working hours in 
Tennessee and sleep in Kentucky 
for I live about a mile from toe 
Tennessee—Kentucky state line 
which cuU toe camp in half. I 
hope I receive a furlough before 
I go across.” 

But he Is overseas without hav¬ 
ing had his furlough. 

Corp. Edwin Beach, stationed at 
. toe St Petersburg, Fla., Army 
camp writes:

The spokesman answered his 
own argument ,of course ,for even 
among those Japanese who claim 
American citizenship the percent¬ 
age of the disloyal who “aren't 
on our side” is enoimously liigh. 
The figures are Irrefutable, and it 
is high time we took them out 
and. studied them. It is time they 
were impressed, too, on those who 
feel the strategic West Coast 
should shut its eyes, open its arm.s 
and take a chance. 

Of the 135,000 Japanese in the 
country, 67 percent enjoy all tlie 
rights and privileges of citizen¬ 
ship. Nevertheless, 50 per cent of 
all those at California's Manzanar 
relocation center told the War 
Department they felt no loyalty 
to the United States. 

Of 19,963 young Japs of mili¬ 
tary age, 4,783 said they'd prefer 
to fight for Tojo and against 
Uncle Sam. 

Thirty days ago. Congressmen 
protesting the indiscriminate re¬ 
lease of Japs from the relocation 
centers reprorted that 41,0(X) al¬ 
ready were “at large,” 13,000 of 
them having started for the 
Coast, and that KKK) a week then 
were going blithely out the gate 
“unscreened” by the FBI. 

If only one Jap in that number 
were disloyal ,what could he ac¬ 
complish in the way of sabotage? 
Well, Arizona authorities, plead¬ 
ing that no Jap* be released in 
that State, told a Congressional 
committee that one trained sabo¬ 
teur operating there could cause 
more than 100 million dollars 
worth of damage, kill hundreds 
o^ people and possibly cause this 
country to lose the war. Sabo¬ 
teurs already have taken a flyer 
at the plan they had in mind, 
aimed mainly at Roosevelt Dam. 

The 'possibility of incendiary 
forest fires, poisoned ,polluted or 
destroyed water systems ,of dis¬ 
rupted light ,telephone and trans¬ 
portation services ,of damage to 
war plants, bridges, railroaJs, 
dams and air fields is increased 
every time a Jap fanatic walks 
out of a relocation center, a free 
agent. And in the opinion of Cali¬ 
fornia's Congressman Richard 
Costello, they are walking out 
every day. 

Until some means can be found 
to segregate the Japanese into 
“safe” and "unsafe” brackets, the 
entire Pacific Coast will vote with 
Salinbs, the city that polled 12 ,- 
667 to 1 to keep the Nips off the 
Coast for the duration.
